YOUR BOYS AND GIRLS 


Whatever "reproach or privation we 


impose upon a child must be • clearly 
connected with the offence. .The child 
should always know just exactly why 
it Is being punished. 


Moreover, the punshment 'should not 


be so long deferred that the child 
can lose the connection between its 
offence and tne punishment. 


Xothins that affects a child's health, 


such as. interference with meals or 
with sleep, should be used as a pun- 
ishment. 
Nor should useful work or 


study be discredited by being used 
as a means of punishment. 


We,must remember that punishment 


is like medicine. 
There Is no one 


punishment that fits all cases or all 
children. Each case must be studied 
by itself, and the punishment must 
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be made to fit the offence and also 
the offender. 


Loose and light clothing a rigid 


vegetable, fruit and cereal diet with- 
out overeating, and absolute clean- 
liness of body and clothes will keep a 
child's skin in Its best condition. 


To prevent prickly heat, dress the 


children in thin cotton or silk under- 
wear, hiu wh»n the rash is really out 
a cooling sponge hath should be given 
three times n day. 
As the rash sub- 


sides a bath at night will be sufficient. 


A pint of water, is enough for one 


sponging, and in it should be put 
either a tablespoonf ul o£ . bicarbonate 
of soda, a tablespoonf ul of vinegar or 
a lump of starch the size of a cherry. 


Let the water dry. on the body with- 


out the use of a towel. Dust talcum 
powder between'the folds and creases 
of the baby's body. 


Whether a child's hair should be 
curled or left straight is not a ques- 
tion that needs much consideration 
because- there will aways be curly 
hair and straight hair,. and both will 
continue tp be stylish. 


If the straight haired child is much 


improved in looks, by a -little artificial 
curling,'the simplest way to accom- 
plish this is to dampen 
her 
hair 


slightly with cologne and then roll it 
on soft kids until it has become per- 
fectly dry. when it will be fluffy and 
curly enough to do up prettily. 


Never use irons on a child's hair, 
as' the. soft . liltle tresses are easily 
burned'an'd made'harsh and brittle.-

showing after removing srcasn stains. 
These rings can be prevented to a 
certain extent by the consta.nl rub- 
hing to avoid the hcmlcnl spreading 
and to. cause rapid, drying. 


"]f the chemical is allowed to spread 


or Is not dried quickly, it will carry 
with it tlie grease and the dirt and 
make a dark ring. 
Sometimes it is 


necessary to dip the whole garment 
in the gasoline and naphtha, after re- 
moving the spot.. This usually pre- 
vents all troubles from rings. 


"If one fears tho grease ring and 


also fears the fading of the color,

naphtha nnd gasoline. These two lat- 
ter agents should always be used In 
the open olr, never In connection with 
any kind of a flame, for they aro lu- 
llamniablc. 


"Ono Is often troubled wilh rings 


showing after removing grease stains. 
These rings can he Drcvented to a 
certain extent by the constant rub- 
bing to avoid the hemlcal spreading 
and to'cause rapid drying. 
. - 


'If the chemical is allowed to spread 
Is not dried quickly, it will carry 


with It the grease and' the dirt .and 
make a dark ring. 
Sometimes' it Is 


necessary to dip the whole garment 
in tho gasoline and naphtha, after re- 
moving the spot. 
This usually pre- 


vents nil troubles from rings. 


"If ono fears the grease ring and 


also fears the fading of the color, 
starch, magnesia or Fuller's earth 
may ho applied '.o the spot, allowed to 
remain for a few hours to give It 
ample time to absorb the grease and 
then with a soft brush or a soft cloth 
the absorbing material may be brushed 
a.way. 


"This brushing should bo very light, 


because thc powder has absorbed some 
or all of the1 grease and will leave 
Its mark If pressed Into the fiber. 


"A second 
application very often 


finishes the work successfully. 
When 


benzine or ether, alcohol or chloro- 
form do not affect the color,- they 
might be mixed Into a paste with 
starch, magnesia or Fuller's earth 
and this paste spread on the spot. 
Thia is a double action, tho liquid 
dissolving and the absorbing material 
absorbing as fast as tho grease' is 
dissolved.

more than ono bank, banking associa- 
tion, or trust company which has de- 
posits, capital, surplus and imdividec 
profits aggregating more than $5,000,-

fixed the capital limitation at J2.500. 
000 and contained no population liml 
tation.
